WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—(CP)—The high command 
of the United Nations has agreed on ‘the necessity of divert- 
ing enemy forces from Russia and China to other theatres 
of war by new offensives against Germany and Japan,” 
President Roosevelt announced last night. 


The President made this direct reference to a Series of 
scattered second fronts in a broadcast speech in which he 
announced his belief the United States draft law should be 
amended to drop the minimum induction age from 20 to 
18 and his further belief that the time has come when man- 
power in the United States must be rationed to industry 
and agriculture. 


After deriding what he called “typewriter strategists” 
for attempting to influence the course of the war while not 
in possession of the military facts, the President said, ‘‘We, 
therefore, will continue to leave the plans for this war to the 
military leaders.” 


Outlines Military Command 


He outlined the top-level military command of the Un- 
ited Nations—the joint staff of the army and navy in Wash- 
ington, limited to American service chiefs, and the combined 
chiefs of staff committee, also in Washington, on which is 
represented the United States, Britain, Canada, Russia, 
China, the Netherlands, Poland, Norway and the.other Brit- 
ish dominions.

Russia’s Caucasian armies 
were officially reported to 
have thrown back the Ger- 
mans in the critical struggle 
for the Grozny oil fields to- 
day, while in the 50-day-old 
siege of Stalingrad a Nazi in- 
fantry regiment led by 50 
tanks advanced slightly in a 
costly renewal of the drive 
toward the Volga. 

Breaking e three-day lull, the 
Germans launched a series of 
‘attacks amid the skeleton ruins 
of Stalingrad, but the Russians 
declared their lines held firm and 
frustrated a Nazi attempt to 
smash into a northwest factory 
district. 
For the ‘third consecutive day, 
Nazi field headquarters made no 
specific mention of the trend of 
fighting inside the city, declaring 
merely 

“Local attempts of attack made 
by the enemy were nipped in the 
bud by German and Hungarian 
troops respectively in the area of 
Stalingrad and on the Don front.” 


NO GAINS CLAIMED 


Even the broad reference to “the 
Stalingrad area” contained no 
claims of Nazi gains or even of 
Nazi offensive. 

Battlefroni reports said the Ger- 
mans now were attacking only in 
single regiments compared with as 
many as five divisions previously 
thrown into the assault. 


Dispatches said Russian sol- 
diers were muffled in great coats 
against the chill of approaching 
winter, and photographs of long 
lines of German prisoners showed 
they already were wearing their 
winter uniforms, 

Nazi headquarters also said wea- 
ther conditions were becoming 
worse. 

Pravda said Red army troops still 
held the Stalin iank plant, Stalin- 

graq’s largest industrial works, and 
reported that damaged tanks were 
being repaired inside the factory as 
German shells screamed overhead. 


REDS SCORE GAINS 


In the central Caucasus, Soviet 
dispatches reported the Germans 
moved fresh divisions and tank 
columns into the battle, “straining 
to advance” towards the Grozny oil 
centre, but Soviet counter-attacks 
scored gains in a number of areas.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15,

succeeded in enlarging their 
positions on Guadalcanal Is- 
land in the Solomon Islands 
during two days of offensive 
fighting in which the Japan- 
ese had “many casualties.”

If the Germans will desist, he 
continued, “the counter-measures of 
similar nature which the (British) 
government felt themselves forced 
to take will immediately be with- 
drawn.”

Sunk in Solomons 


Four Axis Subs 
Are Damaced in 
Atlantic Fig ht 


LONDON, Oct 13.—(CP)-— 
quartet of little Norwegian cor- 
vettes and a British destroyer 
that led them have seriously dam- 
aged four Axis submarines and 
shelled several others in a 48- 
hour battle in the Atlantic, the 
admiralty announced yesterday. 
The U-boat “Wolf Pack” attacked | 
in relays of as many as seven at a 
time, by day and night, The cor- 
vettes sighted submarines on the 
surface 18 times during the day 
and night battle. The corvettes 
theniselves delivered 33 attacks, it 
was said. | 

The destroyer Viscount went 
after the U-boats nine times and 
the corvettes made several daring 
but vain attempts to ram submar- | 
ines, so hot did the battle become. 


“UNCANNY SKILL” 

Lt.-Cmdr. J. V. Waterhouse, the 
destroyer commander, said the | 
Norwegians showed an “uncanny 
skill” in Jocating the attacking sub- 
marines, 

There was an officer high on the 
mast of each Corvette, and every 
man on deck worked as a lookout, | 
and “whenever the cry, ‘tallyho’ | 
went up I had only to check my 


bearings to find a submarine,” he 
said 
The Corvette H.M.S. Potentilla 


dashed up as one surfaced enemy 
sh'p dived, and dropped a circle 
of depth charges, 

After only a 12-minute breather, 
the Corvette sighted another en- 
emy boat only 300 yards away 
and let fly with her guns, scoring 
several hits. She set out to ram 
the submarine, but missed by a 
few fret as the sub dived. Again 
a pattern of depth charges was 
dropped, this time around the 
conning tower, 

Another submarine attempted to 
crash dive when the destroyer over- 
took it and shelled it. The sub- 
marine’s bow tipped up out of the | 
water at a 50-degree angle and the 
boat slid down stern first, appar- 
ently out of control. The depth | 
charges which were dropped right 
on top “probably finished her.” the | 
admiralty soid.

‘Dates Are Set 
~ for Increases 
In Beef Prices 


OTTAWA, Oct. 13, — (CP) — 
Wholesale orices of beef will be 
increased in six stages in the 
period between Oct. 13 and next 
June, the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board announced Satur- 
day night, making public an 

| order setting forth the revised 
| schedule of prices. 

The board announced last week 
that the maximum wholesale price 
of beef would go up $1.50 per 
|hundredweight for the autumn 
| period, and that retail prices also 
| would rise, but would be under 
pees control than formerly. 


DATES OF INCREASE 

The new order specifies Oct, 13 
to Dec. 23 as the period for which 
the increase of $1.50 applies. There- 
after, there will be further in- 
lereases of 50 cents per hundred- 
| weight, effective on the following 
| dates: Dec. 24, Feb, 11, March 25 
}and April 29. The final increase, of 
25 cents, will go into effect May 27, 

The level of next June—that is 
the price which goes into effect 
May 27—will then constitute the 
ceiling, with prices free to fluctu- 
ate seasonaliy under that ceiling 
in accordance with actual market 
conditions. 

The section of the board order 
covering reta‘i prices is similar to 
that in previous orders except that 
it now provides a r °ximum mark- 
up of seven cents per pound, 


SIX GRADES DEFINED 
\s announced last week, the 
board has defined six grades of 


beef: Special quality, commercial, 
plain, cutter, cow and bull beef, 
and boner beef. Special quality 
must carry the government “red 
brand” and for this grade the mawi- 
mum price in all zones is 50 cents 
per hundredweight higher than for 
good commercial. 

“Plain” is to be $1.50 less than 
commercial, ‘cutter’ $3.00 less, 
“cow and bull beef” $2.50 less, and 
“boner beef” $4.50 less.

USED AS HOSTAGES 

He said the convention “does not 
| attempt to regulate what happens in 
actual fighting,” but deals with the 
treatment of prisoners who are 
“securely captured.” 

By binding prisoners in camps, 
he said, the Germans are attempt- 
ing to use them as hostages upon 
whom reprisals can be taken for 
battlefield incidents over which 
they have no control. 

Mr, Churchill said that public dis- 
cussion meanwhile “would be detri- 
mental to the interests of the pris- 
oners of war of both countries.”

By far the most popular of all 
Russian diplomats, his appointment 
as Ambassador to Washington was 
hailed with joy by all of us. 


FOOD MONOTONOUS 
BUT FILLING 

The dining-room at the Grand 
was usually filled with correspond- 
ents, diplomats and uniforms, all 
waiting very impatiently for vodka, 
cabbage soup and the monotonous, 
but filling food we were given. 
‘There had been no fresh vegetables 
for weeks, but there was plenty of 
butter and occasionally a sort of 
French pastry. We could buy five 
eggs a week at the local food store 
and a half pound of cheese. 

In the dining-room there were 
Tussian. British, Czech and Polish 
uniforms. Bald-headed General Vla- 
dislas Anders, Commander in Chief 
of the Polish Army in Russia, usu- 
ally dined with us, his ready smile 
and quick wit disguising the fact 
that only three months ago he had 
emerged from a rather horrible 
{wo-years’ imprisonment in Russian 
concentration camps and prisons. 


HAD AN ARMY OF 
150,000 POLES 

General Anders had an army of 
150,000 Poles, all of whom hated 
Germans so much that they were 
willing to forget ihe past two years 
they had spent in Russian work 
camps or prisons after the 1939 
partition of Poland. One felt like 
taking off one’s hat in the presence 
of any Pole. Such magnificence of 
snirit, such fortitude under adver- 
sity and such insistence upon veng- 
eance against the Nazi spoilers of 
their home were inspiring. The 
Poles were very wonderful 

In the dingy dining-room of this 


dreary hotel were, usually, three or | 


four ambassadors and smart-looking 
RAF officers, and sometimes Col-

* The Soviet insistence that Rus- 
sians (except officially) should not 
mingle with foreigners precluded 
any kind of social life, except that 
which we made ourselves.

If the expense accounts of 
foreign correspondents seemed high 
those days, it was due chiefly to 
the skill at cards of Charlie Dicker- 
son, First Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Embassy, and Major Joseph 
Michella, acting Military Attache. 


PLAYED POKER FOR 
FIREHOUSE STAKES 

Lest one think that the Embassy 
staff spent its time in riotous gamb- 
ling.

If it had not been for 
poker, there is no doubt that many 
of us would have gone crazy 

The British Embassy was the best 
and by far the most uncomfortable 
building in town. It is an imposing 
marble structure with large rooms. 

The Embassy 
staff slept eighteen in a room, Am- 
bassador Steinhardt had secured a 
former schoolhouse for his staff 
From the outside it was a drab 
three-storey building facing an un- 
paved street that was perpentually 
mud-filled.

TOOK OUR MINDS 
OFF SLAUGHTER 


Such diversions took our minds 
off the slaughter going on 700 miles 
west of us; they took our minds off 
the constant battle with the Press 
Bureau, by far the toughest censor- 
ship in the world. We tried desper- 
ately to get to the front and, failing 
that, to Moscow, but had no success, 
We almost made it, though. We per- 
suaded a Russian playwright, Afin- 
ogenov, to intercede for us. He ob- 
tained permission to go to Moscow, 
where he was to see military auth- 
orities who might grant us permis- 
sion to get out of what amounted 
to exile. He left, despite the fact 
that his new play “Mashenka,” was 
to open the next night. When the 
curtain went up on “Mashenka” at 
8:30, he had an appointment some- 
where else. At 8:30 that night he 
was killed by a bomb in Moscow. 

The main street of Kuibyshev was 
pleasant enough. It was wide and 
well-paved and, until the black-out 
was ordered, well-lighted. 

It was Main Street in the only 
city for fifty miles around. Rather 
incredibly, a dozen manicure and 
hairdressing establishments were 
located on Main Street and they 
did a land-office business until mid- 
night. Sometimes there was a line 
of a hundred women waiting their 
Even the ancient waitresses | 
who served us at the Grand had 
immaculately manicured nails and 
waved coiffures. Twenty-five years | 
ago, only 10 per cent of the people 
of Russia wore shoes 

Kuibyshey, hitherto obscure, 
really came into glory last Novem- 
ber 7 on Soviet Russia’s most im- 
portant anniversary. The Soviet 
Union was 24 years old on that day 
and, although Satalin remained in 
the Kremlin and reviewed troops in 
Red Square, the main celebration | 
took place in Kuibyshev. The day | 
was cold. Clouds too numb to move | 
hung low against a dull, sullen sky. 
Twenty thousand troops massed in 
Kuibyshey Square and prominent 
Russian. officials appeared on the 
platform to review them as they 
marched by. Little Kalinin, Presi- 
dent of the USSR, was there, pluck- 
his thin beard with cold 
hands. Vyshinsky, Oumansky and | 
Litvinoy were there, and even the 
great Marshal Voroshilov had come 
from the front to review the Red 
Army.

He 
said, “We are getting ahead of our 
enemies in the battle of produc- 
tion,” and “the total tonnage of 
ships coming out of American, Can- 
adian and British shipyards, day by 
day, has increased so fast that we 
are getting ahead of our enemies | 
in the bitter battle of transporta- | 
tion.” 


He summed up the present 
Position of the United Nations in 
these words: “The strength of 
the United Nations is on the up- 
grade in this war. The Axis 
leaders, on the other hand, know 
by now that they have already 
reached their full strength, and | 
that their steadily mounting 
losses in men and material can- 
not be fully replaced.

A Government that did not retaliate 
in kind for the shackling of Canadian 
prisoners of war in Germany would come 
in for hot public condemnation. But the 
word “reluctant” used in the announce- 
ment that German prisoners in Canada 
would be shackled was well used. That 
sort of thing is repugnant to the Canadian 
mind, even when resentment is keenest 
and most deserved. The retaliatory meas- 
ure will be generally approved, but with 
deep regret that the circumstances should 
have come about. No one is going to feel 
proud of it, or very enthusiastic over it. 

The hope is, of course, that the Nazi 
authorities may care enough about what 
happens to their prisoners in Canada that 
they will take the fetters off Canadian 
prisoners in Germany. They may or they 
may not. That is the practical purpose 
behind the retaliatory order at Ottawa. 
No other course of action would be more 
appropriate as a reprisal measure, and 
none would seem more likely to bring Ber- 


lin to its senses.

A Good Day’s Work 


If Nazi propagandists believed, or got 
anyone else to believe that United States 
forces were too pre-occupied in the Pacific 
to take any effective hand in the fighting 
in Europe, that supposition has been cor- 
rected. In their first big scale raid on Ger- 
man industrial targets American bombers 
smashed the biggest locomotive plant in 
France and wrecked the whole indus- 
trial set-up at Lille. 

Incidentally the bombers and their 
fighter escorts shot down 46 Nazi planes, 
for a loss of only five of their own. 

It was the biggest daylight raid of the 
war on the continent. The American force 
was the largest that has yet operated on 
any front. More enemy planes were de- 
stroyed than in any former raid on the 
coutinent in daytime. So much for the 
notion that Japan could keep the United 
States so busy in the Pacific that it could 
give no important help to the Allies in 
Europe. 

And, if they can get any consolation 
out of it, the Nazi headmen know that this 
is a foretaste of worse to come. It was a 
splendid day's work, and leaves the enemy 
to do all the explaining.

For Home Consumption 


Herr Goebbels has explained that 
the “military command” thinks the cap- 
ture of Stalingrad is not really very im- 
portant—not important enough to justify 
continuing the slaughter of the last six 
weeks; wherefore infantry assaults’ were 
to be called off and the artillery and dive- 
bombers given the job of blasting the city 
into ruin, 

This, coming from Berlin, had to be 
taken with a grain of salt. The Russians 
took no stock in the tale, for the Nazi 
infantry continued to swarm over the 
heaps of dead and debris and fight the de- 
fenders in the streets and houses. The 
broadcast was probably intended to calm 
the rising resentment in Germany at the 
sacrifice of German soldiers for a place of 
little strategic importance—even Hitler 
failed to show that it had much import- 
ance. 

If Stalingrad is not captured that will 
only be because it can’t be captured, 
whatever excuses Berlin may offer, and 
the world will give the Russians credit for 
having withstood the shock of all the 
Storm-troopers and dive-bombers and 
tank-divisions the Nazis could use against 
them. 


No Longer Needed 


Great Britain and the United States 
have offered to give up their extra-terri- 
torial rights in China. When, of course, 
the Government of China is in position to 
assume and exercise the powers thus sur- 
rendered. A transfer now ean only be 
nominal, and can become operative only 
when the Japanese have been d iven out 
of the country. For the reason that the 
territory to which these rights apply is 
now in Japanese hands, the alien author- 
ity being exercised generally througn 
puppet Chinese administrators, 

There is no intention at London or 
Washington to surrender the long-stand- 
ing treaty rights to these interlopers and 
their hirelings. It may even be that Chi- 
ang Kai Chek will prefer to postpone the 
nominal transfer until this territory has 
been cleared of the invaders and respons- 
ible Chinese rule established. That would 
prevent Tokyo setting up any legalistic 


claim that the transfer had been made 
to it or its Chinese dummies. 
These extra-territorial rights simply 


are that nationals of Britain and the Unit- 
ed States living in certain areas in China 
cannot be made to appear in Chinese 
courts, but must be tried before judges of 
their own nationality and according to 
their nattonal laws. 

These concessions were secured far 
back in the last century; when China was 
still unaffected by western civilization, its 
laws both strange and hostile to “foreign 
devils,” and when the outcome of a law- 
suit depended on who had greased the 
»alm of a local mandarin last or most lay 

hly. Without the concessions British and 
"American merchants could not have lived 

n the country nor carried on business 
there.

Russ Relieving Force Presses German Flank 


It was just over a month ago that 
Mr. Churchill made his cryptic 
comment on the likelihood of Soviet 
forces confounding their . adver- 
saries and nullifying the German 
summer advances. Mr. Churchill 
said: “It is September the 8th. And 
that is all he would say. October the 
8th has now come and gone, and the 
German chances of taking Stalin- 
grad are rather more remote than 
they were a month ago. 

The Russian relieving force is 
moving down slowly but inexorably 
on the German left flank and has 
succeeded in penetrafing the impro- 
vised line of fortifications which the 
Germans had thrown up hastily to 
protect their siege forces operating 
in the northwestern suburbs. In- 
side the Don bend there is another 
Russian force, which the Germans 
failed to reduce because they were 
in such a hurry to reach Stalingrad. 
These two forces are evidently try- 
ing to join hands. 

It has been reported that the 
main relieving army pushing south- 
ward down the corridor between the 
Don and the Volga has fanned out 
to force a crossing of the Don and 
establish itself on the west bank. 
From now on, it must be supposed, 
the Russian relieving operation will 
be endeavoring to edge down the 
banks of the river until it turns 
westward again, thus confining Ger- 
man communications and transport 
to areas south of the river, 


ALL PLANS IN JEOPARDY 

Such a manoeuvre, if successfully 
carried out, would prove very em- 
barrassing to the enemy because it 
would deprive him not only of sup- 
port for his forces operating north- 
west of Stalingrad, but also of a 
convenient avenue of withdrawal to 
| easily defended positions. In fact, 
it would not only bring his surgmer 
campaign to an ignominious end, 
but would jeopardize his alternative 
schemes for economical winter de- | 
fense. | 

The German command is rattled 
and losing its composure. With 
Stalingrad slipping from its grip, 
frantic new efforts are being made 
to reach the other objectives in the 
Caucasus. But these will be too hot 
to handle if Stalingrad holds out 
and the besieging forces are brought 
to disaster. More men and more 
equipment are being thrown against 
the mountain defenses southeast of 
Novorossisk and against the Rus- 
sian bastions protecting Grozny. 
The Russians have given a little 
ground in the Central Caucasus, but 
are maintaining their defenses ad- 
mirably. In the Northwestern Cau- 
casus, the Germans and Rumanians 
have suffered heavy losses without 
coming any closer to Tuapse. 

It is never wise to underestimate 
German military skill and foresight. 


But German political and long- 
range strategic policy comes under 
a different category. 


HUNS LOSE THEIR POISE 

It may be that the Russian win- 
fer holds fewer terrors this year 
and that the German High Com- 
mand believes that adequate meas- 
ures have been taken to enable Ger- | 
man forces to fight satisfactorily 
in the open this winter. If such 
is their belief, and should it prove 
to be correct, they will have accom- 
plished miracles. Wool and sheep 
skin, high octane fuel, locomotives | 
and rolling stock are not more 
plentiful this year than last. 

It is true that many hundreds of 
miles of Russian railway behind the 
German line may have been chang- 
ed over from broad gauge to narrow 
gauge to accommodate German rail- 
way equipment. But there has been 
a great shortage of German rolling 
stock, and improved conditions of 
winter transport in occupied Russia 
can only be achieved by a serious 
impairment of transportation facili- 
ties in Western Europe. 

Hardship and want to the limit 
of human endurance will! be the lot 
of occupied Europe this winter. Dis- 
orders will increase correspond 
ingly, and so will German savagery. 
The Germans have already allowed 
their impulses to master their dis- 
cretion in Scandinavia, The Nor- | 
wegians are in open insurrection, 
particularly in Northern Norway 
The Danes are resisting German | 
schemes for reducing them to the 
status of a German Province, and | 
neutral Sweden is becoming more 
outraged and incensed by the Ger 
man atrocities being perpetrated 
among Scandinavian people 
SWEDISH RESTRAINT WANES 

The Swedish press is now out- 
spoken in its condemnation of Nazi 
methods, and it will be very sur- 
prising indeed if the Germans can 
refrain from overt acts of hostility | 
toward Sweden, which may cost 
them plenty. The Germans are 
rapidly creating a Scandinavian 
front, The rifts which have sepa- | 
rated Finland from Sweden are | 
being healed. Swedish influence and 
| the promise of Swedish military and 
economic support might easily re 
sult in the negotiation of a separate 
peace between Finland and Russia, 
{particularly if Britain and the 
United States were to underwrite 
the bargain.

Most people want meat on the! 
table and they are really satisfied 
jonly when they get meat. If they 
try to avoid meat entirely they 


| often suffer a vague hungry feel- 
|ing which they try to overcome by 
| using candy and sweet mixtures. I 
have been referred to as “the diet 
| specialist who lets you eat meat.” 
|The only reason that I prescribe 
mgat is that I have found through 
| pract ical experience that most pa- 
| tients do better if a certain amount 
| of meat is eaten each day. Person- 
ally, I am inclined to favor the 
| vegetarian diet but I have discover- 
ed that such a diet simply does not 
get as good’ results in the average 
case as a diet using meat. 

In advising how much protein 
should be taken in any one day, 
I find that, if you will use about '4 
| sound of lean meat, together with 
}one or two eggs, and the proteins 
|found in vegetables, you will re- 
heeive the right amount of protein 
One doing heavy muscular ‘work 
will be able to use more meat than 
this, because his activity helps him 
to metabolize the extra amount. 
This quantity of protein is correct 
even when the patient has high 
blood pressure or Bright's Disease. 
In the past, the mistake was made 
of eliminating ineat in such condi- 
tions but now it is recognized that 
a moderate amount of meat is bene 
ficial, 

One living in a cold climate who 
wishes to eat more meat than I 
suggest could live entirely on meat 
and remain well, providing that he 
uses other parts from the animal 
or that he uses non-starchy vege- 
This experiment has been 
tried and found successful. Or, he 
may go to the other extreme, and 
use no flesh foods whatever; and 
providing that he nas a good diges- 
gets enough protein from 
he will be well-nour- 
ished, But, the average person will 
best gain health on meat dict 
using the amount of protein which 
1 recommend. 

In using meat in the meal 
1 are ing to serve tonight, you 
should be careful to combine it 
properly. The best way to do this
